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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 forms of record. With respect 
to claims 1, 2,3 and 5, the cited prior art does not anticipate or make obvious, inter alia, 
conducting a first polishing over a whole surface of substrate to form a metal area filled 
in concave, conducting a second polishing over whole surface of substrate to remove 
parts of metal area and of insulating film, wherein the first polishing is stopped on barrier 
metal film and wherein second polishing also removes a part of a normal taper formed 
in an upper part of concave. With respect to claim 2, forming a concave in insulating 
film by selectively removing insulating film and diffusion barrier film to form a via hole, 
conducting a first polishing over a whole surface of substrate to form a second 
interconnection filled in via hole and interconnection trench as well as a connection plug 
and conducting a second polishing over whole surface of substrate to remove parts of 
second interconnection and of insulating film, wherein the first polishing is stopped on 
barrier metal film and wherein second polishing also removes at least a part of a normal 
taper formed in an upper part of interconnection trench. With respect to claim 3, 
wherein second polishing also removes sacrificial film. With respect to claim 5, wherein 
second polishing also removes sacrificial film on insulating film on insulating film.
